THE FULL TEXT OF THE SYSTEM GIVEN

[PROM 4 STAFF CORMESPONDENT.]

HanrissUrraG, Feb. 4 —The following is
the full text of the bill prepared by the
State oad Commission, which will be in-
troduced In the Senate to-morrow by Har-
land:

An act providing for the election, appoint-
ment, qualification and orgauization of the
supervisors in the several townships of this
Commonwealth; defining their duties, anthor-
iring them to make repairs and maintaim roads
and Dbridges, or togive out contraats for the
same, and to construct “highways” by contract;
also 1o levy and cellect taxes to employ the
Iabor apd to mske reporits to the Comuty
Engineor; proviaing also for tne eleclion
or appointment of a county enginecr; de-
fining his duties and fixing his salary:
preseribing the manner of potitlouing for road
views ele.; to lay out, vacate or open roads and
“highyways,” anc the notices thereof required
to be served defining the word “highways,” and
manner of veastruction, pepaities for vioiation
of the scot, directing the Secretary of Internal
Afairs to lurnish blanks for supervisors, and
1o give the State Treasurer a statement of the
moneys expended in the several townships, ete.;
to fix the basis for the distribution of the Stale
approprintion.

Sec. 21—That before any pipe line, or conduis,
telegraph, telephone, electric light, power
hings, cable tramsportation or any other Incor-
porated company, firm or munieipality, author-
ized by law o to de, shall enter upon or occupy
any part of the roads, bridges or highways of
any eounty or township of the Commonwealth
for any purpose where the occupation is of such
a character as not to require the construction
of a new road to take the place of the g:lrt oe-
cupied hefore such entry is made, they shall fite
with the County Engineer and Hoard of Super-
visors of such towuship a map showing the po-
sition of the road or highway they desire to so
occupy: and the manver and extent of such oe-
cupation which map shall be approved by the
County Engineer and Board of Supervisors of
the township aforesaid.

No Interest in Contracts.

Any perSon
knowingly violati e provi of this sec-
tion sball be deemed guilty of A misdemeanor,
and on conviction thereof shall be sentenced
10 pay a fine not excecding $500 and may be im-

risoned for a term not exceeding six months,

3—Thatif any snpervisor.county engineer,
or other person employed by them to work on

0IL PRODUCERS HAPPY

OVER A REFERENCE OF THE BURDICK
* BILL IN THE SERATE.

After n Littie Skirmish the Measure Goes to
the Judlelary Committee—It Will There
Stand Something of a Show—Showalter
Drops His Bill.

|FROM A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.]

HARRISBURG, Feb, 4, —Bome significance
attaches to a dispute sbout the reference of
the Burdick oil bill to a committee in the
Senate to-day. As a result of Hon, J, W,
Lee's visit here yesterday, Senator Showalter
has dropped his pipe line bill, and a dupli-
cate of the Burdick House bill was iatro-
duced in the Senate by Mr. McCreery. Mr,

Lee told Mr Showalter that the
oil producers at their big meet-
ing in Warren preferred the

bill of Mr. Burdick. Sbowalter at once
offered to drop his bill in the interests of
suceess to the independent petrolenm inter-
ests. Alter McCreery had offered the other
bill to-day, Lieutefant Governor Watres,
in the chair, announced its references to the
Judiciary General Committee, of which Mr,
MeCreery himself is Chairman.

Mr. Upperman, of Pittsburg, moved its
reference instend to the Corporations Com-
miitee, of which he is Chairman.
